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ORNAMENTAL AND DECORATIVE POTTERY. 


THE most ardent admirers of the past must be constrained to admit that in nearly every aspect of social life there has been a 
great and almost immeasurable improvement during the last half-century. Perhaps in no department has this been more manifest than 
in the arrangements and appointments of our houses. Whether we look at the designs and colourings of the materials that adorn our 
walls and cover our floors, the construction and shape of the different pieces of furniture, as well as their arrangement, and the ‘tout 
ensemble” produced, we must, however reluctantly, and having mentally made every deduction for an occasional error in taste, admit 
there has been a great change, and that decidedly for the better. Not only do the producers now supply articles in better taste, and 
with greater regard to the purposes which they are intended to serve, but the general public have become moro quick to recognise and 
ready to appreciate that which is really true and beautiful, and as promptly to distinguish and reject what is merely meretricious, For 
articles that are really in bad taste, and deserve to be termed “ugly,” there is little or no outlet, A score of years ago, or more, a 
modification in price would move off from the tradesman’s store the most hideous and objectionable objects. Tt is not so now; and 
manufacturers take care to produce, and traders to offer to the public, only articles, whether for the appointments and decorations of the 


house, or the adornment of the person, that will commend themselves to the purer and better taste of the present day. 


The choice of ornamental or decorative objects may be safely taken as a criterion of taste, either of the general public or the 
individual, inasmuch as it is reasonable to assume that the articles so selected are embodiments, so far as practicable, of ideals of beauty. 
Viewed in this light, the Art Pottery shown in Messrs. Mari & Co.’s establishment confirms what has been adyanced as to the 
appreciation by the public of what is really graceful in contour and elegant in decoration, In the words of a writer on Art Pottery, 


« Works in bad taste are conspicuous by their absence, while things of beauty abound.”

‘The Worcester Royal Porcelain Works were established 
at Warmstry House, on the banks of the Severn, by Dr, Wall, 
a talented physician, clever chemist and accomplished artist, 
about the year 1751, By Dr. Wall's skill and enterprise, put 
forth at.a time when the staple trades of the city were declining, 
some of the most beautiful porcelain in Europe has been pro- 
duced and Worcester China become famous throughout the 
civilized world.

Coalport China derives its name from the seat of manu- 
facture, the pottery being one of the oldest in England.

The Derby China Factory was established in the year 
1751, by one William Duesbury, ‘This was an important period 
in the history of Pottery. ‘The art of making hard white 
Porcelain, discovered by Bottcher the alchemist, and carried on 
with the groatest precautions as to secresy in the Royal 
establishment at Meissen, near Dresden, had been betrayed by 
Stofzel, one of the workmen, who carried the secret to Vienna, 
where a Royalmannfactory was established in 1720. Other 
works were set up in Berlin in 1755, St. Petersburg 1744, 
Munich 1758. ‘Thus for 130 years or more with varying 
fortunes the manufacture of Porcelain China has been carried 
on at Derby, and during that period the factories at Bow and 
Chelsea have been amalgamated with it. Derby Porcelain has 
always taken a place in the very front rank, and amongst the 
artists engaged in its production may be mentioned 
William Pegg, famous for his twigs and sprays, Key, Stecl, 
renowned for fruit, Zachariah Boreman, and Hdward Withers, 
the latter the best flower painter of his day. Nor has the art 
and cunning of a century ago, when William Pitt, the 
“ Beautiful Duchess ”? and even Royalty itself were its patrons, 
been lost. The Derby China of to-day is in many respects 
superior to the earlier productions,

WHILE the Royal Worcester and Crown Derby Porcelain Manufactories, like those of Sevres, Munich and Dresden, date back well into 
the last century, Doulton Ware is of quite recent origin, having been first introduced to the public at the Paris Exhibition in 1867, 
and more especially brought into notice in England at the South Kensington Exhibition of 1871. The specimens then shown were very 
favourably received, and since then Doulton Ware has become justly famous, alike for its graceful and varied forms, its artistic and 
beautiful decorations, and, withal, its moderate price. Messrs. Marte & Co. have always on view a very large assortment of all the 
different varieties and styles in Doulton Ware, their buyer being constantly at Lambeth, and thus securing the earliest choice of the 
productions; and here it may he said, that no two pieces of ware are ever exactly alike; each piece is passed direct into the hand of the 
artist, and receives a unique design of which (except in the case of vases in pairs) no copy is either made or kept. Hach article, therefore, 
absolutely differs from all others, generally in shape and always in decoration. The colouring is executed hy hand, and receives a great 
variety of treatment, the original idea of the artist being carefully studied so as to insure harmonious effect. 


Besides the varieties of Doulton Ware of which designs are shown, there are other kinds. Some are made at Burslem, where 
the clay is entirely different from that at Lambeth, and the ware there produced is quite of a distinct character. The shapes are usually 
classical, Roman, Greek, or Etruscan, Vases, Jugs or Pilgrim Vases, the ground being pure ivory, or Japanese red, with raised gold 
decorations of serpents, ferns, sprays, storks, flowers, with butterflies and other insects ; others have the ground almost entirely covered 
with a pattern in dull gold, imparting quite an Oriental wealth of effect. There are some with conventional floral decoration of a 
Cloisonne character, in art colourings ; while upon others a singularly beautiful appearance is produced by a delicately traced freehand 
ground pattern, upon which the decoration rests. This ware, which is quite a novelty, is likely to be a great success. 


The gilded Silicon Doulton is another new production at Lambeth. ‘The decorations of this ware are usually of a conventional 
character in relief, the ground colourings a beautiful French grey, the design in blue, brown, white and olive; others have a soft 
cinnamon ground, with bold geometrical pattern; some are pierced, with design of sunflowers and leaves, having all the appearance 


of a carved vase; the effect of this style of ornamentation is remarkably good. 


Proceeding now to speak of the specimens illustrated, these may be regarded both as a guide to price, and representative as to 
shape and decoration, though in ordering it must be borne in mind that no two pieces are ever just alike. This, however, is an advantage, 
each piece being unique, and its artistic value is not, nor ever can be, lessened by the repetition of its decoration, while its desirability, 
especially for presentation purposes, is greatly enhanced.

THE term “Clock” is derived from the French “Cloche;” German ‘Glocke;” Dutch “ Klocke ;” Swedish “ Klocka ”_a, bell 
it being formerly the custom to strike the hours on a bell, whence it was termed three or four “of the bell,” just as we now say three 
or four “o'clock.” 

In the earlier period, when clocks began to supersede the clepsydra, hour-glass and sun-dial, the skill and ingenuity of the 
manufacturers was directed to the production of clocks performing wonderful mechanical feats, rather than to the common-place but 
more important work of accurate time-keeping. The ages that produced the marvellous clocks of Padua, Strasburg, Lyons, Spires, 
Nuremburg, Auxerre and Venice, knew nothing of the exactness of modern horometry, and in this, as in other respects, the productions 
of the present day are far in advance of their predecessors. 

But it is also unfortunately too true that now large numbers of clocks are produced more with a view of presenting an attractive 
and effective appearance, and thus realise a good profit, than to serve as accurate time-keepers, the quality of the movements being 
sacrificed to the case. 

Believing this to be an unsound and, therefore, unsatisfactory principle, Messrs. Marne & Co. now have the greater proportion 
of their clocks made specially for them; the movements being made and fitted to their own cases; and they are thus able to guarantee 
the accuracy of all the clocks and timepieces they supply.
